Federal Judge Davis today set 
June 25 as u date for hearing the 
new injunction suit to force the 
Government to fix compensation 
for flowage rights in the 136,U0u0u- 
acre Missouri floodway before be- 
ginning construction of the 
project—u critical phase of the 
$325,000,000 flood control plat— 
which was filed here yesterday. 

The suit had been transferred to 
Judge Davis’ court after Judge 
laris disqualified himself because 
his brother is a member ex-officio 
of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion. Judge Davis declined to hear 
an application. for a temporary re- 
Straining order, holding that one 
hearing and one decision would be 
sufficent. 

As previously explained in the 


come a floodway for three years, 
A setback levee is to be completed 
fin that time from Bird's Point to 
the mouth of St. John’s Bayou, just 
above New Madrid. Under the 
flood control act it must be com- 
pleted and flowage rights over the 
land between it and the present 
river-bank levee must be acquired 
and paid for before the upper .ad 
of the outer levee may be lowered 
to admit excess waters in extreme 
floods. Despite this fact many 
landowners contend that flowage 
rights should be acquired at once 
to prevent further depreciation of 
land.

| VALUE OF AIRSHIPS 


Says Italy Has Abandoned | 
Them Merely Because Na- 
tion Is Too Poor. 


Italy’s abandonment of dirigibles 


in favor of heavier-than-air craft, | 


is the result, not of inefficiency on 
the part of the airships, but of na- 
tional poverty and the fact that 
Italy is a small country, Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel John A. Paegelow said 
today, 

lie was commenting on an ar- 
ticle in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
fn which Premier Mussolini wrote 
that he had ordered construction 
of dirigibles abandoned, “because 
of their insecurity, high cost of 
maintenance and impracticability.”’ 

Mussolini cited the failure of 
the Graf Zeppelin in its recent at- 
tempted flight across the Atlantic, 
when it was forced to turn back 
because four of its 
failed, mentioned the “outstanding 
difficulty of operation and naviga- 
tion in dirigibles,””’ and said that 
they never would become self-

“Another thing, Italy has not 
the use for airsHips that other 
countries have, particularly Amer- 
ica. She is too small. Mussolini 
has got himself so hemmed in he 
has no place to go with an airship. 
He sails Over Mount Vesuvius and 
a couple of hills and he is through. 
America is so big that no other 
country can be compared ff it. 
Its needs are entirely different. 

“He says airships are insecure, 
but that is no fault of the airship. 
Nothing is any good if it is handled 
wrong. An automobile is no good 
if you don’t drive it right. They 
cost a lot of money, but they are 
big enough to make it back. 
Heavier-than-air ships can be built 
only so big. Then they get too 
heavy; they need too much fuel; 
they are inefficient. Nobody 
knows how big you can build an 
airship, because nobody has built 
one too big. 

“And the Graf Zeppelin. Any- 
body ought to know that four 
motors could not fail all at once. 
That was sabotage, and nothing 
else. The Zeppelin people know 


'it, but they don’t want to say s0 


because it might make interna- 
tional trouble. I wonder what 
would happen to a heavier-than- 
air plane flying over the ocean, if 
it should lose four-fifths of its 
motor power. It would fall in the 
water and sink.
